And tocon- 
vince the World, that this # not pres 
cariouſly aſſerted, I have, after the 
Example of ſome of the moſt Cele- 
brated Hiftorians of this and the 
laft Age, cited my Authorities all 
along im the Margin, which are 
Printed at large in the Appendix, 
and thoſe the Reader may conſult at 
Leiſure for his farther Satisfafion ; 
So that all the Buſineſs T had to do, 
was but to digeſt theſe Materials into 
a proper Method, according to the 
Series of Time, when the moſt re- 
markable Incidents happen'd, and to 
colle out of them what 1 thought 
moſt convenient to be inſerted mto 
the Narration. For,

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As the Auther lay under no. Ne- 
ceſſity to diſguiſe or perplex the 
1RUTH, mich leſs to ſacrifice 
it to any private Reſentment z |» 
he bas all along taken Care to expreſs 
himſelf in ſuch @ plain, familiar Stile, 
as is the Eanguage of Buſmeſs, 
and lies within the Reach of the 
meanest Capacity. 


Father Maimbourg, Varillas 
and ſeveral other French Hiſtorians, 
who have been dabling in our 
Engliſh Afairs ; and whoſe Buſmneſs 
it was, not ſo wack to mſtruft the 
Readers Underſtanding as to pre- 
vail upon his Paſſions, have mdeed 
obſerv'd another Condutt : T heir 
Periods are very Harmonious , 
and the Turn of their Language 
exceeding beautiful ; * but ſtill a 
Snake lies under their Rhetorical 
Flowers; for as it was not their 
Deſign (as 1 intimated before) to 

confine 
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confine themſelves to the Severity of 
TRUTH, which does not require 
any ſuch Artifices to recommend it ; 
ſo they fondly thought to conceal and 
ſupply the Defett of it by the 
Elegance of their Expreſſions. 


The Refleftions T have taken the 
Liberty ſometimes to incorporate 
with the Narration are juſt and obvi- 
ous, and ſuch as properly ariſe from 
the Matter of Fatt, and upon this 
Head 1 cannot forbear to acquaint 
my Reader, that it was not without 
ſome Regret, that I found my ſelf

'S nothing of Public Con- 
. cernmenthag been {io ve- 
riouſly diſceats'd. of at 
home and abroad, as the 
Lancaſhite Plat; "and that 
perpetual Train of- Conſpiraties ' that 
have anitnally ſucceeded it ;- fame ett- 
deavouring” tro: ſham the: whole by 
ſcandalous InveCtires againſt the Dit- 
coverers, Whilſt orhers ſearching in- 
to the bottom of the {evera] Deſigns; 
are not only convinc'd of the Truth - 
of them, - but alſo of rhe: Honour and 
Integrity” of the Government in rela- 
tion to theſe Aﬀairs ; I cannot imagin, 
but that a 7rue and Impartial —_ 
0 
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of them , will be equally uſeful, and 
acceptable, to the Public, and becauſe 
the Lancafhire Plot has had the Ho- 
nour nor only to be the Parent , bur 
Compauion of all the otherConlpiracies, 
I find my ſelf oblig'd ro begin, tho' 
the Series of the Narration will not 
permit me to conclude with it. 

- The'Contfivance then of this Ploc

Mc. Bronfeild, a pretended Quaker, 
and fo dexterous and bot x Counter- 
feit, rhat he was able to perſonate the 
che Difcipte of any Se, Mettiber 6f 
any Pttion, of Perfon of afly Quality, 
hat this Office afſign'dhitti, afrd from 
the Earl of Salisbiy's by the Nanie of 
7 hom>ſon advahc'd towards Scotlaud :

He had not; been long in ScorLoid 
before heefeted lis wicked Purpoles 
i1 "laying a Foundation for a Civ 
War ' in that Kingdom, and from 
rherice (aid idto 7re/anud on rhe ſame 
Ertand': Where [1s 4:quaitits the wg 
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of 7yrconnel, how ſucceſsful he had 
becn in his Negotiations in Scotland, 
viz. That the Dake of Gourdon had 
garrilon'd Edenbrough Caſtle, and that 
the Viſcount Dundee Would be ſudden- 
ly at the Head of a great Army there, 
and both declare for the late King 
Fames ; but Mr. Bromfeild finding the 
Eail of Tyrconnel , ſo zealous for the 
Cauſe, that he wanted no Arguments 
or Preſwaſions, to make him more 
ative and daring, in promoting the 

Aate Kings Service; he faild from 
thence into Lancaſhire where hc might 
be more uſeful ; intending to make 
that and the adjacent Countrys the 
Provinces hc would a in. 

When Bromfeild landed in Lanca- 
ſhirehe intended for Croxteth the Seat 
ofthe Lord Molinenx;bur for fcar of be- 
ing too much obſery'd there,he alter'd 
his purpoſe, and rook up his head 
quarters at Mr. Fitz Herberts of Was

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and t h by-ways to Crexteth to 
confer with the Lord Molineux , and 
his Sen, and other conſiderable Por- 
ſons of the Roman Charafter. And 
having adjuſted Matters there for an 
InſurreFijon, he return'd into Ireland 
with his A and ſo backward 
and forward, as the Emergency of his 
treaſonable Aﬀairs requir'd. Having a 
ſafer Conveyance for his Lancaſbire 
Pacquets to,andAnſwers fromFraxce by 
the way of Irelaxd , than to hazard 
them through the ſeveral Poſt-Offices 
ig England. 

This treacherous Imployment was 
carry'd on by Mr. Bromfeild for ſome 
Months, the Habit of a Quaker ſecu- 
ring him from the Suſpition of a Jacs- 
bite ; but at length his Yiſor dropr off, 
and the trayterous half<fac'd Papift 
was ſeen through the demure Looks 
and canting Diale&t of the Quaker. 
The Veſſel that Browfei/d bought to 
_—_— him to, and from, 7reland , 
was (ciz'd by Mr. Morſton for the uſe 
of the Government, and Bromfeild 
had certainly been commitred to Pri- 
ſon , and try'd for his Life , had not 
the means of his Eſcape out of Lama- 


ftire * been contriv'd by his quondam * Vid Depafmm 
B 3 Hoſt ons pradid. 
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#1ſ/t and intire Friend and Confident 
Mr. Wilſon. 

Mr. Bromfeild and lis {ntefligence 
being once more landediin Freland * 
(where the late King Fames was arriv'd 
alſo) he acquaines the late King with 
the Effects of his Travails, viz. That 
bu Friends were up in- Arms in Seqt- 
land, aud that the Lancaſhire Papiſts, 
and others were ready t6 ingage in bis 
Quarrel, is Order to re-intbrone him, as 
foon as they were commiſſioned by bins 
to wadortake it. Nor did he forget to 
acquaint the late King how narrowly 
he eſcap'd a Goa/, and the Ga/ows at 
his laft being in Lanco/kire ; and that 
ſince he was too well known there rq 
be {ent again into that Country, he 
begg'd ſome other FPerfon might he 
imploy'd in carrying over the Commiſe 
ftous defir'd : Which the late Xing com- 
ply'd with, and as a Reward of thele 
Services, made Mr. Bromſeild one of 
the Commiſſioners of his Triſh Mint, in

"Tis impoſſible for a ſober Man to 
imagine a Proyocation ſtrong enough, 
to excuſe either the commirting of 
incouraging ſuch a 7: y; bur ir 
ſcems, his Maje/ties Enemies were 
more afraid of the Kings /t»z/e Perſon, 
then of the united Streagrh of all the 
Allies.

Bromfeild 
avers it to be true, and knowing that 
Lunt was a bold and aF& ive Fellow, laid 
hold on this Advantage, to perſwade 
him to be one of the Perſons that 
ſhould carry over, and deliver Com- 
miſſions to ſome of the late Kings 
Friends and Confederates in England.

The Lancaſhire Papiſts having now 
received the News, that the late King 
was arriv'd in reland, and had raiſed 
ſo great an Army there, that (as they 
fondly thought) he would ſoon be 
Maſter of that Kingdom and from 
thenee ſail into Lancaſtire, as had 


been . concerted berwcen Bromfeild , 


and the Heads of the Conſpiracy,

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The Tryal begun at Marcheſterthe 
16th Offober 1694, where the Kings 
Evidences prov'd, * that the Priſoners * Sec their ſe- 
at the Bar had received Commiſſions _ __ 
from the late King, James, to raiſe War yendix. 
againſt their preſent Majeſties and Go- 
vernment, and to that end had bought 
Arms, liſted and ſubfiſted:Soldiers at 
their own Charge, and had frequent Cor- 
reſpondence with the late King James 
for the carrying on an Invaſion and Re- 
bellion againſt Kinz William and Queen 
Mary, which having bcen already rc- 
_ as to the Time, Manner and 
all otherCircumſtances, I ſhall forbear 
a further Recital here, and proceegþ to 
tell my Reader, that whilſt rhe Kings 
Witnefles. were delivering their Evi- 
dences, Sir W. I, (tho he afterwards 
treated the Priſoners Evidences with all 
imaginable Reſpe and Civility, ) was 
oblerv'd ro brow-beat them;, and by 
croſs, impertinent and extraneous (2ue/t i- 
ons, foreign to the Matter in Hand, 
endeavour'd to baffle, puzzle, confound 
and entrap. them, in what they Swore, 
bur failing in that main Point of his 
Skill ; he requires Mr. Lunt, to point 
at the ſeveral Priſoners by Name : , In 
doing which, ſome ſay he. pointed at 
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the wrong Man, tho' they were ſo bud- 
led and crowded together, it was hard 
to ſay which was thePerſon he pointed 
at ; however. this gratified the Popiſþ 
Mob,and raiſed a loud Laugh: Bur their 
Mirth continu'd not long ; for one of 
myLords the Judges commanding Lunt 
to Touch and Name all the accuſed 
Gentlemen with the Cryers Staff, he 
named them all Right, nor had it becn 
Material (in my Opinion) if he had 
been Guilty of a Miſzomen , ſince 
Lunt had ſaid upon Oath, that he ne- 
ver {aw that Gentleman but once, which 
was in the Night too, and that alſo 
"twhs two Tears fince be ſaw him, that 
was pretended to be miſnamed. 

However it gave Sir W.W. an Op- 
portunity (tho he was then one of the 
Kings Counſel) to ſhew which ſide he 
was on now as well as at the Tryal 
of my Lords the Biſhops.

Laxcaſhire Plotters and the 
reſt' of the *Conſpirarors, being thus 
diſappointed in the Year 1694, one 
might reaſonably expe the Facobites 
would have given over a Toy! and 
Trouble, that had ſo often endanger'd 
their Lives and Fortunes, by it's ill 
Succeſſes and Diſcoveries ;

rag'd at their  Misfortunes, grow de- 
ſperate at their Diſappointments, and 
carry -on-both their Plots (of Aſſaſſi- 
nation and Invaſion) at the very Time, 
when the Lancaſhire Gentlemen were en- 
deavouring to prove themſelves peacea- 
ble Subjetts to the King and Govern- 
ment in both Houſes of Parliament : 
Eos, Capt. .avgh of Brentford, who

ovember 1694, to concert their 
Afﬀairs in Fraxce, addreſſes to Coll.

His Majeſty receiv'd it very Graci- 
ouſly, and expreſs'd his Sence of 
their Extraordinary Zeal and Fidelity 
in the Words following ; 

| Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen, 


Take this as a moſt convincing and 

moſt acceptable Evidence of your 
Aﬀettion : And as you have freely Aſſo- 
ctated your ſelves for our common Safety, 
I do heartily enter into the ſame A(ſo- 
ciation; and will be always ready with 
you, . and the reft of my Good Subjetts, 
to venture my Life againſt all who ſhall 
endeavour to ſubvert the Religion, Laws 
and Liberties of England. 


The Houſe of Lords alſo preſen- 
ted their Aſſociation not long after, 
which being almoſt the ſame, for Bre- 
vity ſake is here omitted : The Houſe 
of Commons then proceeded to make 
Laws for the Security of Fi Majeſties 
Perſon and Government, containing 
theſe Heads. Firſt, 

That ſuch as ſhall refuſe ro take 
che Oaths of Fidelity ro His Majeſty, 
ſhall be ſubje& to the Forfeitures and 
Penalties of Popiſh Recuſants Con- 
vic. Secondly, 

To inflict Penalties on all that by 
Writing,or otkerwiſe Declare,that King

King of theſe Realms. Thirdly,

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To ratify and confirm the Aſſoci- 
ation. Fourthly, 

That no Perſon ſhall be capable of 
any Office of Profit or Truſt, Civil 
or Milicary, that ſhall not figs che 
Aſſociation.” Fifthly, 

That whenever it ſha'l pleaſe God 
to afflit theſe Nations by the Death 
of his Preſent Majeſty, that the Par- 
liament then in being ſhall not be dif- 
folv'd thereby ; bur ſhall continue till 
the next Heir to the Crown in Suc- 
ceflion diſſolve them. 

Whilſt the Parliament were thus 
providing Good Laws for the Preſer- 
vation of His Majcſty, and the Peace 
and Safety of the Kingdom, three of 
the Aſlaſhns, viz. Robert Charnock, 
Edward King and Thomas Keys were 
on the 11th of March 1695 try'd, and 
upon full Evidence being all found 
guilty of high Treaſon, recciv'd Scn- 
rence of Death accordingly at the Sef- 
fions-Houſe in the 0/d-Baily: Ard 
upon March the 18th 1695, were all 
exccuted at. 7yburn. Before their Ex- 
ccution the Malcfactors ſeverally deli- 
verd each his Paper tothe Sheriffs of 
London and Middleſex, in which Pa-

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of the Crimes they were accuſed of, 
and then abour ro (uffer for; Mr.Char- 
mock in theſe Words, as concerning an 
Invaſion intended by King James upon 
England, and that there was certain In- 
telligence of it from abroad, I preſume 
every Body was ſatisfi'd; and to the fa- 
cilitating of which, I own that my ſelf 
t#1d ſome others did agree upon the Un- 
dertaking, to attack the Prince of O- 
range and his Guards, for which I am 
wow to ſuffer. Mr. King in thele 
Words, I amnow withina few Moments 
of Eternity, brought to this Place by 
the juſt Hand of God, in Puniſhment of 
all my Crimes, but | purer nr of 
that, of which I have been lately Ar- 
raigned, and for which I ſtand here Con 
demaed.
